HOW IT WORKS. N 

The Philadelphia Record publishes a table of 
official statistics showing a decline of $65,797,- 
608 in the aggregate value of land in twelve 
counties along the main line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad in the decade from 1870 to 1880. 
The decline ranges from $4 an acre in Juniata 
up to $55 an acre in the County of Lancaster, 
and is mainly chargeable to railroad discrimi- 
nations—to the fact that the road charged Lan- 
caster County farmers two cents per ton per 
mile for carrying their grain to market, while 
it hauled the same class of freight to market 
from Chicago for two mills per ton per 
The Record says: , 

The farmers and other workers along the main 
une of the Penngylvania Railroad who complain 
that they are paying more for shipping their goods 
to the sea markets than Chicago shtppers pay, 
theugh is a difference in distances of about 
700 miles in favorof the Pennsylvanians, must 
themselves shoulder a large share of the blame for 
this wrong. They have seen their far s decline in 
value and in productive capacity. They bave seen 
laborers driven to the West to get a living which 
was denied them in Pennsylvania. They have seen 
a gigantic monopoly crush out iron mills and in- 
dustrial establishments (when officers of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company were not interested in 
them), while other concerns favored with the gen- 
erous assistance of that mighty corporation or its 
managers have grown up, as it were, in the night. 
They have known that all this was expressly pro- 
hibited by the State Constitution, and that each 
legisiator, when he assumed office, solemnly swore 
to “support, obey and defend” that instrument; yet 
for eleven years these oaths have been taken to be 
broken. 

How long will the people of Missouri toler- 
ate similar discriminations in violation of State 
law? Probably until similar results begin to 
be felt by all the industries of this State, as 
they are now felt by all the industries of Penn- 
sylvania. There is an attempt making toshow 
that thig power of discrimination is a good 
thing for the West—that the power of the 
railroads to tax way business ten times as much 
as through business between competing points 
enables the railroais to haul Western produce 
to market for less than the actual cost of 
hatiling. But what the West gains in favor- 
able rates between Chicago and New York it 
loses in adverse discriminations on its local 
shipments. It is enough that there is 
no fair play in this discrimination, no 
fair distribution of its imaginary den- 
efits. That is enough to justify its 
condemnation as a public wrong, and to sng- 
gest that the bribes it pays for toleration will 
sooner or later turn toashes. But the power 
itself, the power of discriminating arbitrarily 
between cities, sections or business firms, to 
blackmail them, build them up or tear them 
down at will, is one that can hardly be entrust- 
ed with safety to the people’s own regularly 
constituted government. To entrust suck a 
terrible power to an autocratic syndicate 
of stock-jobbers and speculators exempt from 
every constitutional or legal restraint would 
be suicidal madness, Well may the Record 
ask; How can the farmers thrive in this 
State while a giant corporation, controlling the 
legislative branch of our Government and reg- 
ulating nearly all our channels of trade, de- 
Uderately sets itself at work to extort every 
cent that the traffic will bear, taking advan- 
tage of the helplessness of the local shipper, 
defying all restraints and shamelessly asserting 
the doctrine of the road agent that ‘business is 
stronger than law?”
